In division No. 2 of the 
supreme 
court at the state capita! yesterday, 
Judge Burgess filed an opinion sus­ 


taining the circuit court 
of 
Henry 
county, which gave Sue L. Longan, 
formerly Luckett, wife of Capt. Rufus 
E. Uingan, of the C. S. A., a judgm^^nt 
for $7 ,5 00 against S. A. W elimer and 
J. H. Kelly, magnetic healers of Ne­ 
vada, :\Io., for injuries sustained while 
under treatment in their institution. 
The case is familiar to readers of the 
Democrat. 
The court finds the facts to be that 
the plaintiff w'as assigned to one A. L. 
Crew^son for treatment in the Weltmer 
institute, and that on the 13th day of 
August. 18 99, A. I j . Crew^son, w^hile 
treating plaintiff* at defendant’s insti- 
lition, placed one hand on her stoni 
ach and the other hand under her 
knees and bent her so that her knees 
almost touched her breast. 
“ He then placed her on her stomach 
on the padded table and put his left 
hand on the small of her back over 
her spine and his right hand under 
her knees and bent her legs up until 
she screamed with pain. 
These man­ 
ipulations resulted in the ligaments 
connecting the back being ruptured 
and torn, and the back and spine and 
pelvic organs being permanently in 
jured. 
“ The injuries were proved by regn 
lar physicians to which the defend­ 
ants objected on the ground that they 
were not acquainted with the princi­ 
ples of magnetic healing. 
On 
this 
point the court says: 
“ Simply because a person claims or 
pretends to possess certain powders 
of healing particular to himself is no 
reason w^hy other persons who do not 
claim such powers, but who from edii 
cation and practice are competent to 
judge whether the treatment adminis­ 
tered W'as negligently and carelessly 
done. 
“ Otherwise 
any 
non-professional 
person might undertake to treat a 
certain disorder, and if defendant’s 
position be correct in law, it matters 
not how carelessly or negligently per­ 
formed, because for such no one could 
be found of the sam e pretentions to 
testify with respect to such treatment, 
the injured person would be without 
remedy.’’

A KNIFE WAS USED. 


Son-In-Law of John F. Antes Is 
Stabbed. 


CDNDUCTDR DN THE FRiSCD. 


The Ex act Ex te nt of the Injurie s Not 
Ye t Known— Was As s aulte d 
By a Ne gro. 


A son-in-law' of John F. Antes, of 
this city, who was married to Miss 
Kate Antes, one of Sedalia’s most in­ 
teresting young ladies, a couple or 
more years ago, wras written of as fol­ 
lows in yesterday’s Denison Herald: 
“ R. E. Waddell, extra freight con­ 
ductor on the ’Frisco, was stabbed and 
perhaps mortally wounded 
Monday 
morning at Okmulgee, I, T., by a ne­ 
gro. 
On that day he acted qs brake- j 
man on southbound freight No. 5 37 . 
“ The details of the trouble could not 
be ascertained. 
There were no eye- ^ 
witnesses, and Waddell was too badly 
hurt to make a statement. 
“Waddell and the negro were in the 
rear of the depot. 
The former was 
checking cars on the hoiise track and 
the latter w^as a trespasser. The two 
men, for some unknown cause, engag­ 
ed in an angry conversation. 
The ne­ 
gro stepped back a few feet, pulled a 


pistol and fired at Waddell, m issing 
him. 
The latter rushed upon his as­ 
sailant and quickly disarmed him. 
“ The negro jerked out a knife and 
stabbed Waddell, forcing the blade in­ 
to the left lung. 
The brakeman sank 
to the ground perhaps mortally wound­ 
ed. 
He bled profusely. 
The unfortun­ 
ate man was taken into the ticket of­ 
fice and physicians summoned. 
He 
was still alive at noon today. 
“ The would-be murderer attempted 
to escape, nut was overpowered 
by 
Station Agent C. M. Acker, w'ho turn­ 
ed him over to the proper authorities. 
He is now in jail at Muskogee. 
“ Waddell lives at Sapulpa, I. T., and 
has a w ife and one child.” 


Inquiry at the home of Mr. Antes 
here this afternoon elicited the infor­ 
mation that the exact extent of 
Mr.

Danish Professor’# Experiments Bring 
Godd Results. 
Several horticulturists, acting on a 
discovery made b y Dr. W. Johannsen 
of Copenhagen, have sub jected a num­ 
b er of plants, notab ly lilacs, lilies of 
the valley , azaleas an i dentzias, to 
the vapor of ether and chloroform. 
By such means a period of re{xjso like 
that which occurs during the winter 
months was b rought on, and conse­ 
quently the production not 
only of 
flowers b ut of leaf b uds and leaves 
was, much advanced. 
As an instance 
of the success of the experiments the 
case of M. I^eb lanc may b e ^^entioned. 
He chloroformed some plants of aza­ 
lea mollis, exposing them to the action 
of the vapor for 
ab out 
forty -eight 
hours. 
They were at once removed 
to a greenhouse at a temperature of 
65 degrees. 
From March 5 the flow­ 
ers b egan to expand a little, and at­ 
tained to their full dimensions 
on 
the 8th, whereas plants grown for 
comparison were not expanded until 
March 21.

-.My reasons for rtisigning are th at 
my family have become mixed up ¡n 
what is known in this county as the 
Parnell-Tucker feud. 
-T h is is a p olitical feud, and as four 
inomlters of our family have i)een a s ­ 
sassinated 
within 
the last 
fifteen 
months. I feel that it is clearly my 
duty to my family and friends that I 
leave the state. 
“ 1 ho|>e the dep artm ent will relieve 
im‘ at the earlic'st jiossible m om ent.” 
The Parnell-Tucker feud is of sev­ 
eral years* standing. 
Several tra g e ­ 
dies in Pnion county, if is claimed, 
have been erroneously charged to this 
feud, hut it is known th a t four lives 
liave been lost directly as a rt*su1t of 
the trouble ijetween Huy H. Tucktu', 
form er city m arshal of Eldorado, and 
th(’ Parnells. 
The fata! 
record is: 
October 9 , 
19 02, Tom and W a lte r Parnell and 
Constable H. L. Hearing killed; 
Huy 
B. T ucker wiuinded. 
•Inly 0, 19 0:], W. P. I^*e, friend of 
Tucker, assassinated near I.isbon. 
August 8 , 190;}, .lohn F. Parnell shot 
and killed by (iuy B. Tucker. 
S ep tem ber 2. 19o:i, Dallas Hunter, 
friend of Tucker, assassinated. 
it is not known p ositively that the 
assassination of Lee and H unter was 
due to the T ucker and Parnell trou­ 


bles. 
Folhnving the tragedy on August 9 
last T uc k er resigned as city m arshal 
of Eldorailo and annotinced his inten­ 
tion of rem oving 
from the 
county. 
Since then he has sp ent most of 
nis 
time in Little Rock and has worked 
i>n the new state cap itol. 
Two of the Parnells. Matt and .iim, 
who were under indietm enl in r n ioa 
county, agreed to leave th e stale and 
rem ain away, hence they were not 
l)rosecuted. 
Five of the Parnell broth ­ 
ers. .Tames, Dan. Mati. Edw ard 
and 
Rol)ert. are still living. 
P ostm a ste r Parnell, of .lunction, has 
never been a p articip ant in any of the 
sanguinary battles connected with the 
Parnell-T ucker feud, but as all his 
surviving brothers, it is said, have 
moved a way, 
he desired 
to follow 
them, and thus escap e any unp leasant 
ness by reason of living near the seem 
of the blood-letting.

Balloon Shooting. 
Several 
interesting 
exp erim ents
